OENBRAL  REMARKS. 

The  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  miutual  fire  insurance  com- 
panies organized  under  the  lawB  of  this  state  has  been  sueh- 
as  to  miake  it  possible  for  the  department  of  insurance  at  all 
times  to  speak  words  of  encouragement  and  approval. 

Conducted  on  the  mjutual  plan,  furnishing  protection  at  actual 
cost,  these  organizations  have  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  state 
and  they  should  receive  every  aasistanoe  and  be  relieved  from 
any  burdensome  or  restrictive  requirements,  the  removal  of 
which  will  not  lessen  the  value  of  protection. 

Being  purely  miuitual,  it  is  important  that  tihe  doors  be  closed 
to  the  promloter  who  seeiks  this  state  as  a  fertile  field  for  his 
exploitations;  because  of  the  confidence  whidi  the  conduct  of 
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the  honest  company  hm  inflpdred  in  our  people,  we  mxiBt  be 
careful  in.  changes  in  tiie  law.  It  is  safer  to  have  a  few  ag- 
gravations or  inoonvenienoes  which  are  meant  to  promote  per- 
manenoe  and  the  safety  of  all,  than  to  let  down  the  bars.  The 
honest  c(»n(pauy  needs  little  legislation^  and  less  supervision,  but 
in  a  business  founded  so  much  on  confidence  as  is  insurance,  it 
is  necessary  always  to  have  the  law,  pointed  like  a  gun  with  a 
hair  trigger,  at  the  promoter  of  schemes  for  personal  profit  at 
the  exp^ise  of  otheors. 

Somietimes  in  our  efforts  to  guard  against  dishonesty  and 
imposition,  we  go  too  far  m  our  remedy  and  place  a  burden 
upon  those  who  it  was  not  intended  fto  reach,  and  in  insurance 
legisJatiom  we  (find  it  always  a  fact  that  every  burden  placed 
upon  honest  companies  invariably,  in  some  way  or  in  some 
manner,  increases  the  cost  to  the  insured  without  increasing  the 
value  of  the  protection.
